OPA Chief 
Clarifies New 
Regulations 


Price Ceilings 
Remain in Effect, 
Word to Villagers 


A “bom bshell” was exploded 
about the ears of new ly con­ 
structed 
hotels and 
apartm ent 
house ow ners and m anagers in a 
hitherto unexpected 
interpreta­ 
tion of the recently announced 
am endm ent to OPA ren t ceil­ 
ings, freeing such purely resort 
accommodations of restrictions. 
When the am endm ent w as first 
announced last week, it was felt 
that such hotels and apartm ent 
houses 
which 
had 
remained 
closed during the period between 
June 30 and Septem ber 30 would 
be free of rent ceilings. 
Ben Koepke, regional control 
officer from Los Angeles, shat­ 
tered this belief at a public hear­ 
ing held in the Fiesta House on 
the Desert Inn grounds W ednes­ 
day afternoon. 


APPROXIMATELY 100 Villag­ 
ers, both hotel, apartm ent house 
and cafe and night club opera­ 
tors, w ere present w hen they 
heard Kioepke say that newly 
constructed 
hotels 
and 
apart­ 
ment. houses would be under re­ 
strictions. 
He 
pointed 
out 
th at 
unless 
such hotels and apartm ent houses 
w ere in operation prior to the 
enactm ent of OPA regulations in 
1942 and operated on a purely 
seasonal 
basis, 
ren tal 
charges 
would have to be filed w ith the 
Office of Price A dm inistration, 
rent 
divison. 
In 
the 
case of 
hotels this would have to be 
done w ithin five days and with 
apartm ent houses w ithin 30 days. 


IN MAKING this declaration 
lie read the am endm ent which 
specifically set forth th at such 
accommodations w ith a history 
of seasonal rentals prior to No­ 
vem ber 1, 1942, would be freed 
of controls. 
A partm ent houses 
and 
hotels 
w hich 
have 
since 
been constructed and have not 
operated during the sum m er are 
still under restrictions. 
I).’ 
FURTHER it was pointed out 
that such hostelries which oper­ 
ated during the w ar years but 
had rem ained closed prior to 1942 
during the sum m er m onths would 
be free of OPA rentals if they 
had rem ained closed during that 
period betw een June 30 and Sep­ 
tem ber 30, 1946. 
Hotels and apartm ent houses 
which will open for the first 
tim e this season w ill be under 
rental 
controls, 
Koepke 
said. 
The operators of such establish­ 
m ents will have to file the rent­ 
als charged w ith the OPA after

frighten so many Miss Muffets 
have to do with the unusual 
hands, the hands which will not 
turn up once in a blue moon 


When yau start to teach a child 
additive facts you don't begin 
to talk in terms of fractions and 
denominate numbers through the 
child will have to master these 
subjects before he completes his 
course. 
FOR A PERIOD, every national

The theme of this article was chosen when I was in San Fran­ 
cisco last week. Three days were consumed on the trip from Palm 
Springs to the city by the Golden Gate. It took thai much lime 
to test the pulse of many voters in the grass roots, and to visit all 
publishers and editors in Oxnard, Ventura, Santa Barbara, San 
Luis Obispo, King City. Salinas, and San Jose. Another three days 
were used up for the same purpose on the trip home via Sacra­ 
mento, Stockton, Modesto, Fresno, and Bakersfield. 
Famine is my topic. It would 
be neither just nor fair to the 
people of California and of the 
nation to title this article, “The 
Amercian Famine.” Under no 
circumstances can America be 
held responsible for the empty 
butcher shops and the prohibi­ 
tive prices of most foods. The 
proper thing to do is to put the 
saddles on the right black horses 
and name their New Deal riders 
the Apocalypse horseman of 
famine. 
CALIFORNIA'S state highways 
either rim or bisect vast acre­ 
ages devoted to livestock and 
agriculture. I wish to take this 
oportunity to report to the read­ 
ers oí The Desert Sun that never 
in the history of this state have 
livestock been so abundant as 
they arc today. It cannot be said 
that straggling herds “dot the 
landscape.”

Plenty of Water Assured for Palm Springs 


President of Wafer 
Compan Reveals 
Situation in Ciiv 


"Yes, there is plenty of water. 
We now have available well over 
twice the present city demands. 
It has always been our policy to 
maintain our water supply well 
in advance of the growth of the 
city,” said Harold J. Hicks, presi­ 
dent of the Palm Springs Water 
company, in an interview with 
The Desert Sun. 
“Until ten years ago our total 
gravity supply came from Chino 
canyon,” he continued. 
"After 
years of negotiation, we acquired 
additional water rights in Snow 
creek and Falls creek. Those 
streams, 
together 
with 
Chino 
creek support our present de­ 
mand. In the meantime, we ac­ 
quired two wells 
for supple­ 
mental service; one in the Araby 
area, and the other on Sunny 
Dunes road two blocks east of 
Palm Canyon drive. Last winter, 
we acquired the Wheeler well, 
subject to present Army use, and 
we also have under option a well 
on Los Caballeros. Any two of 
these wells should support the 
present demand. 


“IT IS OUR POLICY to keep 
our water supply five to ten years 
beyond the demand. There is 
reservoir capacity of four and 
one half million gallons strateg­ 
ically located on the mountain 
west of town. These "reservoirs 
are at an elevation of over two 
hundred feet above the center of 
the city, affording a tremendous 
and constant pressure. 
“In a fast growing city, long 
range planning is essential. Last 
year we engaged one of the best 
w ater design engineers in Cali­ 
fornia to develop a master plan for 
the area within the city. Water 
mains in new subdivisions are 
designed to fit in the master plan. 
In this manner, the domestic and 
fire load will be distributed even­ 
ly throughout the town. The in­ 
stallation of fire hydrants on the 
lines is the responsibility of the 
sub-divider and the city. 


"LAST WINTER, we installed, 
some 10 and 12 inch m a i n s 
through Section 11, and down 
Sunrise Way to McCallum, to­ 
gether with some 14 and 20 inch 
mains in Section 3, east of the 
reservoirs. 
These 
lines 
have 
twelve times the capacity of the 
6 inch line that served all of 
Palm Springs in 1926. 
“Anticipating 
the 
population 
ten to twenty years from now, 
and also the direction of future 
developments, is a very inter­ 
esting problem. It is one which 
receives our constant study and 
attention. 
“I am satisfied that the Palm 
Springs area will continue to ex­ 
pand for many years as rapidly as 
it has in the past. However, our 
future growth 
is 
greatly 
de­ 
pendent on how attractive we 
make the city to our w inter 
guests.”

DEATH VALLEY 
Deep in the remote center of 
the great Mojave desert of Cali­ 
fornia lies a world-famous valley, 
a depression which is nearly 150 
miles in length and between 4 
and 16 miles in width. The Puna- 
mint mountains border it to the 
west; the Funeral mountains, to 
the cast. It was long ago named 
Death Valley in grim remem­ 
brance of the scores of early set­ 
tlers and prospectors who per­ 
ished trying to cross its arid ex­ 
panse. 
Death Valley, was by Presi­ 
dential 
proclamation 
made 
a 
national monument on February 
11, 1933 and includes nearly 2 
million acres of primitive un­ 
spoiled desert region. It is an 
area 
of great 
contrast. 
Lofty 
Telescope Peak, on one 
hand, 
towers 11,325 feet into the sky, 
nearly beside Badwater, lowest 
point in the Western hemisphere, 
which is 279.6 feet below sea 
level! There is probably no other 
mountain which rises such a great 
distance within as short a hori­ 
zontal stretch, well rivalling San 
Jacinto’s sheer north face. Al­ 


lhough snow occasionally falls 
within the valley proper during 
ttie winter months, it persists only 
on the higher peaks. In sharp 
contrast to this, too, Death Val 
Icy in the summer is one of the 
hottest places in the world, with 
an air temperature, recorded at 
Furnace Creek, of at least 134 
degrees Fahrenheit! 


IN MID-JUNE of thi* year, 
my friend Chico and I decided 
to visit Death Valley just to see 
how really hot it does get there. 
We entered the region from the 
southwest, via Trona, stopping 
there to cool off in the large poo] 
maintained for the employees of 
the chemical works. Then on 
across Panamint valley and up 
Wildrose canyon, past Emigrant 
Springs, and joining the regular 
paved 
west-entrance 
highway 
which runs cast from Lone Pine. 
Just beypnd the checking sta­ 
tion here we had our first mis­ 
fortune of tile trip. The right rear 
tire, a practically new synthetic, 
literally and figuratively blow­ 
out. Fortunately I had two spares, 
SO I could toss the frayed tire 
into the roadside without too 
much misgiving. It was our fault, 
however, for not remembering 
that the heat of the desert air 


i would also increase the tire’s 
pressure far beyond normal ca­ 
pacity. 


AS WE DROVE on down into 
the Valley, waves of hot air 
poured up across the car, and 
streamed in through the windows 
like hot blasts from a furnace.

as I ever could im agine for the 
"Days of 98" w ere being enacted 
and was to end w ith th e celebra­ 
tion 
on 
the 
Fourth 
of July. 
W hiskers had been started in May 
and it was now the 19th of June, 
almost the longest days of the 
year. T hat night we all w an­ 
dered over to Sm ugglers Cove 
reaching there by crossing the 
Skagw ay river on a foot sus­ 
pension bridge and then walking 
thru the forest to this cove on 
Lynn canal. A dance and m idnite 
barbecue was entertainm ent. 


STARTING from the desert our 
party consisted of Frank C. and 
Mrs. Russell, H arvey E. and Mrs. 
Peterson, Jack, Robert, Mrs. H il­ 
lery and myself. At Skagway we 
were taken in charge 
by m y 
brother A lbert, 
who 
is 
senior 
conductor on the W hite Pass rail­ 
road and to m ake the family re ­ 
union complete another brother, 
Sherm an, flew up from H unting­ 
ton Park and joined 
us. 
For 
business reasons or for short v a­ 
cations it is fine to fly the N orth­ 
ern skies but to feel the country, 
travel by boat and by train and 
maybe I should add by bus, later. 
You leave Skagw ay on the n a r­ 
row gauge W hite Pass railroad 
and wind thru the m ountains for 
several hours am id the grandest 
scenery one could im agine and 
finally w ind up at W hitehorse in 
the Canadian Yukon Territory 
having traversed A m erican, B rit­ 
ish Columbia 
and then Yukon 
T erritory all in the rail distance 
of 112 miles. 


C. J. Rogers, president of the 
entire W hite Pass & Yukon Route 
system 
th at operate 
railroads, 
boats and buses and hotels, placed 
at the disposal of our party one 
of their new 21 passenger buses 
and 
w ith 
a 
generous 
ham per 
from their river commissary we 
left W hitehorse early one morning 
and headed out the A lcan high­ 
w ay in the direction of Fairbanks 
or northerly. Five miles out w e 
stopped at the road block m ain­ 
tained by the Royal Canadian 
mounted police until our pass 
papers w ere OKd (these papers 
had been prepared in advance). 
It was after we passed the bar­ 
rier the joke was sprung on me 
altho I was not aw are of it for 
m any miles further on. Mr. Rog­ 
ers 
had 
ordered a large sign 
painted and placed on the side of 
the bus reading: "Party of W. R. 
Hillery, Ex-G overnor of Florida 
and California and his brother 
the snow king of the W hite Pass."

WE DID NOT turn back until 
we had traveled along th e shore 
of Lake K luane for 16 m iles and 
had reached a point 152 miles 
north of W hitehorse. This lake 
by the w ay is a hundred miles 
long. On the way back w e were 
interested in seeing the extension 
Desert Holly — 
Easy To Grow 


To many of you this fine plant 
needs no introduction but to those 
who don’t know it D esert Holly 
is a decorative silvery grey shrub 
w ith holly shaped 
leaves 
and, 
sometimes, 
t h e r e 
a r e 
little 
bunches of red flow er buds re­ 
sem bling 
berries. 
Branches 
of 
D esert Holly will keep for a long 
tim e as they dry w ithout losing 
their form and become even more 
silvery. At Xmas tim e the plant is 
at its best as a t that tim e the 
leaves seem to be frosted. The 
plant likes a w ell drained soil, 
soon growing into 
a 
beautiful 
m ound-shaped shrub about three 
feet high. The ground should be 
kept dam p four to six inches be­ 
low the surface for fast growth. 
L arger plants should be kept on 
the dry side so th a t th e foliage 
w ill not be too dense and the 
color better. Being a native plant 
it is very drought resistant and 
even a couple of m onths w ithout 
w ater at the hottest tim e of the 
year will not dam age it. Drop 
around soon to m y Rancho Mi­ 
rage N ursery on th e Rancho Mi­ 
rage Plaza and see 
these 
fine 
plants as well as several other 
decorative plants that m ay in­ 
terest you.

of a Canadian experim ental farm 
and at Champaign landing one of 
several 
Indian 
burial 
grounds' 
where neat little houses are built 
over the graves complete with 
windows and curtains and all 
nicely painted. Mind you, that 
was a 304 m ile trip and not an 
ounce of gas or food could be 
purchased along the way nor any 
repairs or parts or service of any 
kind.

Newspaper Publishers association 
and. publisher of the Tulelake Re­ 
porter, today called upon pub­ 
lishers to take inventory of what 
their new spapers have done in 
the w ay of public service during 
World W ar II and follow ing V-J 
day as a fitting observance of 
N ational Newspaper W eek, Oc­ 
tober 1-8. 
“The 
new spaper 
is a public 
servant,” Davis stated. “As such 
it has served as a voice of free­ 
dom and a guardian of liberty.” 


“NEW SPAPERS realized their 
responsibility 
during 
the 
war, 
accepting each challenge which 
the 
governm ent 
placed 
upon 
them. They collected scrap metal, 
waste paper and fats. N ewspaper 
carrier boys of the nation sold 
two billion w ar stam ps. C ontrib­ 
uted linage to the Seventh War 
Loan cam paign reached the total 
of 62 million lines.”

Indians in all parts of C ali­ 
fornia are preparing to present 
their claims against the United 
States to the new ly created In ­ 
dian Claims commission, for lands 
taken from them w ithout com­ 
pensation, according to F. G. Col­ 
lett, executive representative for 
Indians of California, Inc. 
The new law, passed Aug. 13 
as an A ct of Congress, created 


the commission to settle once and 
for all, any claim s the Indians 
of C alifornia and other states 
may have against the Federal 
governm ent. Indians m ay employ 
attorneys of their own choice to 
represent them , although fees ex ­ 
ceeding 10 per cent of the am ount 
won for th e Indians are not to be 
charged. All claim s m ust be pre­ 
sented in five years.

President Trum an, at the time 
he approved the Indian Claims 
Commission act, caid, “This will 
mark the beginning of a new era 
for our Indian citizens.”

We knew that place would 
be hotter still, probably the hot­ 
test point in the whole Mojave 
desert, yet we were crazy enough 
to want to spend the night there. 
We got to Badwater late in 
the afternoon. Somehow we had 
visualized the spot differently. 
Actually Badwater is located on 
the eastern edge of the broad flat- 
bottomed drv valley, beside a 
low range of rocky hills. A shal­ 
low, alkali lake persists 
here, 
holding a few inches of luke­ 
warm salt-encrusted water. No 
vegetation is within sight. How­ 
ever, p r e v i o u s campers had 
brought in wood, so we managed 
to scrape up enough bits of it 
to make a fire for our evening 
meal. W hether the fire was just 
a very hot one, or whether the 
low altitude was a major influ­ 
ence, we couldn't agree upon, but 
at any rate, our coffee water 
boiled in no time at all. Our din­ 
ner that night consisted of vege­ 
table soup, wieners, coffee, and 
canned peaches. 


IT WAS NEARLY eight o'clock 
and still so warm that we shed 
ever our 
shorts, 
and 
walked 
about camp clad only in shoes. 
We would have dispensed with 
them, too, but the surface of the 
ground was a bit too warm for 
comfort. As it gradually became 
dark, a half moo:', osc from the 
east and flooded the whole val­ 
ley with a soft eerie light. It was 
as if we had encamped on the 
shore of a huge lake. The resem­ 
blance to a wide body of water 
was so apparent that had we ar­ 
rived after dark, we would have 
been positive that a real lake 
existed there. We made up our 
beds: Chico on his cot since he 
had no sleeping bag, and I on 
my air-rriattress. Since we had 
no wood nor the inclination for 
the usual nightly camp-fire, we 
stretched out on our “sacks" and 
chatted until nearly 11:00. It was 
still so hot that neither of us en­ 
tertained any thoughts of sleep. 
Hot blasts of air swept across the 
playa against our nude bodies; 
our skins felt warm and dry. You 
dared not take deep breaths for 
the air felt too searing in your 
throats. 
I took a walk down to the edge 
of the little pool. It was mys­ 
terious in that subdued moonlight 
as I stood there, staring across 
the shimmering lake bed. Not a 
sound disturbed the heavy, op­ 
pressive stillness; no c h e e r y 
cricket’s voicings here, no rust­ 
lings of grasses or leaves in the 
ubiquitous breeze. Once I did 
hear a lone bat screeching over­ 
head and 
was glad when the 
sounds ceased. The soil beneath 
mv shoes was crisp and brittle, 
crumbling under my weight and 
crunching audibly as I walked. 
I had brought along a cup, which 
I proceeded to fill with the salty 
unpotable 
w a t e r and carried 
back to where Chico was still 
dozing, I poured the tepid liquid 
over his body; it must have felt 
cold in contrast for I got the 
desired response. 
About three that next morning 
a cooler breeze sprang up and tve 
managed to drop off into a fitful 
slumber. Our sleep was a short 
one, 
however, 
since 
the 
sun 
poured in upon us shortly after 
five o’clock, and it was soon so 


hot that we had to move on. Be­ 
fore we left Badwater we hiked 
up to the white line painted on 
the mountainside. 280 feet above 
the pool. This marks absolute sea 
level. 


OUR NEXT STOP was at Fur­ 
nace Creek Inn, that ultra-pala­ 
tial hostelry nestled on the side 
of the Funeral mountains. Al­ 
though it had been closed for 
the season, we ventured inside 
on a tour of inspection. Unfor­ 
tunately the swimming pool had 
just been drained for cleaning, 
so as a substitute we lolled in 
the sprinklers on the spacious 
lawns and waded in the artificial 
stream coursing thru the hotel’s 
grounds. At least we were cooled 
off to some extent. 
Next we investigated the little 
’ natural bridge nearby, but were 


i disappointed by its small size af­ 
ter seeing Rainbow Bridge a few 
weeks previously. Then on to the 
north end of the Monument to 
famous Death 
Valley 
Scotty's 
I “castle". Here, at an altitude of 
> about 3000 feet, Walter Scott, ex­ 
cowboy of Buffalow Bill 
fame, 
| together with his partner, A. M. 
Johnson, built a replica of an old 
Moorish castle. In it they have 
amassed countless art treasures 
and duplicated 
the interiors of 
an Old World castle down to the 
intricate wrought-iron work and 
tapestries. 
A guide fee of one 
dollar is charged to go through 
the building, which is still pri­ 
vately owned. 
Eight miles west of Scotty's is 
Ubehcbe Crater, the remnants of 
a large cinder 
cone 
that once 
belched forth molten cinders and 
red-hot lava. 
The 
road curves 
around and 
ends 
right on the 
brink of the crater, offering a 
splendid view 
down 
into the 
maw of the cone. 
Back to Stovepipe Wells again, 
past the great area of sand dunes 
in the center of the Monument, 
and then we 
left Death Valley 
for Lone Pine, with memories of 
a heat never before experienced 
by either of us. 


DEATH VALLEY was discov­ 
ered in 1849 by a band of half­ 
starved emigrants trying to find 
a short-cut to the newly discov­ 
ered 
goldfields 
of 
California. 
They gave it the present name; 
the local Indians called the val­ 
ley “Tomesha” 
(ground 
afire). 
Mining towns sprang up in the 
ensuing years and then vanished, 


persisting now only as ghost cit­ 
ies. Then in the 8U's, it was bor­ 
ax that attracted world-wide at­ 
tention to this 
desolate waste­ 
land. It was freighted out by the 
well-known 
20-mule-teams 
of 
fiction and reality. 
With less than 
one and one- 
half inches of rain per year, this 
forbidding arid area has now be­ 
come a fashionable w inter re­ 
sort, and with the advent of fine 
paved roads into its borders from 
Nevada as well 
as 
California, 
thousands 
of 
tourists 
flock to 
Death Valley each 
winter. 
In 
spite of the scarcity of rainfall, 
the valley boasts nearly 600 dif­ 
ferent 
kinds 
of 
wildflowers, 
many of them endemic species 
found nowhere else in the world. 
There are also 26 types of mam­ 
mals that live in the Death Val­ 
ley region, and 170 species of 
wild birds. 
But it is the geological forma­ 
tions of the Valley 
itself that 
form the main attraction. Some 
one has called Death Valley a 
vast outdoor geologic museum. 
Much of the area has never been 
thoroughly explored and describ­ 
ed. There are so many different 
strata represented 
here that if 
they were all 
restored in their 
proper 
sequence, 
they 
would 
probably 
be 
12 
miles 
thick! 
However, this whole country has 
been subjected to so many up­ 
lifts and diastrophisms that the 
strata are all jumbled and mixed 
up today, requiring a skilled ge­ 


ologist to isolate and 
identify 
any one. 
Death Valley is 250 miles from 
San Bernardino via Death Val­ 
ley Junction, and would take 
the better part of a day to reach 
from Palm Springs. If you are 
planning a trip to this fascinating 
region this 
winter, 
allow two 
days for driving 
to 
and from 
there, and plan on at least two 
days in the Valley itself; one to 
take in Badwater, Dante’s View, 
and Furnace Creek 
Inn, and a 
second day to see Sc >tty’s Castle 
and Ubehebe Crater at the north 
end of the Monument. Mid-win­ 
ter should be the hi st weather 
as far as temperature is concern­ 
ed to make such a tn ,\

High School Cards 
Moving Rapidly Is 
*>Report This Week 


D uring the past week, student 
body cards have been on sale at 
the high school. 
One hundred 
and eighty-nine of the 272 stu ­ 
dents now 
registered 
in high 
schol, have bought cards to date. 
Student body cards w hich sell for 
$1.75 each, entitle a student to 
adm ission to all of the football 
gam es of th e year. The regular 
adm ission to games this year is 
50 cents per person, an increase 
of 25 cents over the adm ission 
' 
-price for last year. 
Dr. O ertel 
said that one reason this increase 
becam e necessary is that $277.50 
m ust be paid for the three of­ 
ficials for each game this year. 
The student body cards are valid 


when o u r team plays in another 
town, but not valid at gam es in 
which our team is not participat­ 
ing. 
Students find that these cards 
are well w orth th eir cost. Besides 
giving adm ission to the football 
and basketball games, a student 
body card entitles its ow ner to 
a 50-cent reduction on the pur­ 
chase price of th e annual, a sub­ 
stantial reduction on the price of 
tickets to the senior class play, 
and also on tickets to the oper­ 
eta to be put on by th e high 
school his year. 
Students who 
do not have student body cards 
will also find th a t they w ill have 
to pay adult prices at the local 
theaters unless they have a card. 
Tom A rcher and B arbara Croft 
have charge of the sale of these 
cards and they will be on sale 
throughout the school year.

That the University of South­ 
ern California plans to build a 
two to three-million dollar fine 
arts branch near Idyllwild. Riv­ 
erside county mountain resold, 
was revealed when County Coun­ 
sel Earl 
Redwine warned the 
board of supervisors that it must 
not take any rash steps in re­ 
gard to the Fern Valley road to 
Dillon park. 
Redwine told the board that 
the U.S.C. branch would be set 
especially for music and drama 
students and that an outdoor 
bowl would be built for Sunday 
evening concerts. The bowl, he 
said, will probably seat more than 
4000 persons. 


HE WENT ON TO SAY the 
work would begin on removal of 
tim ber and construction of dwell­ 
ing for students and faculty mem­ 
bers within a few months. Spe­ 
cial accommodations will be built 
for veterans and their families. 
To accommodate the thousands 
who will be drawn into the Idyll­ 
wild area by the huge project 
more and better roads will be 


THE BOWL will be so con­ 
structed as to render radio or

told. The school building will 
be modern in type, designed ac- 
chitecturally and structually to 
lit into the mountain landscape. 
Since the planned development

A motion by Supervisor Ed 
Hill to execute a quit claim deed 
on the property traded to the 
county in 1935 for the promise 
that the county would build a 
road to Dillon park was lost foi 
lack of a second.
